Regarding Claims 9-15,25, 28 and 31: The Applicant argues that the amendments to the instant claims overcome the standing 101 
rejection(s). However the Examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that while the term "processor" is recited in the body of the 
independent claims, the processor itself does not appear to be explicitly claimed. The Examiner further notes that the instant claims appear 
to be drawn towards a system comprising only a web server and a reverse proxy server. 

Regarding Claim 1: The Applicant argues that the Kindberg et al. reference fails to disclose determining when a capability-enabled URL is 
"malicious" because Kindberg et al. actually discloses determining when a URL is "genuine". However, the Examiner respectfully submits 
that the instant claim only appears to require a comparison between a length of a URL in question and a predefined length of a URL, in 
order to make a determination whether or not the URL is a "malicious" URL; and does not appear to explicitly recite exactly what the 
comparison entails and/or what comparison outcome would indicate which determination(s) or the like. Therefore, the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees and submits that, as noted by the Applicant in regards to paragraph [0054] of the Kindberg et al. reference, a 
distinction between genuine and malicious URLs is in fact disclosed, and thus satisfies all the limitations, as recited in the instant claim. 
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
